COST OF CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


T 


HE only objection to a constitutional convention that 


, has ever been urged is Its cost. Let us do a. little fig- 


uring. The constitution requires that the membership of 
such convention shall equal that of the combined member- 
ship of the Senate and the Assembly. This at the present 
time is 54. Three weeks would be ample to accomqlish all 
of the necessary work, but allowing it to be thirty days. 
The members of the convention that formulated the 
present constitution were paid three dollars per day In 
greenbacks which were then worth about forty cents to the 
golden dollar, so their pay amounted to about $1,20 per day 
of the present currency, while the then cost of living 
•was at least five times that of the present time. Allowing 
$4 per diem for each of the 54 members. This, for 30 days 
would total an aggregate of $6,480. Including incidental 
expenses, the total need not exceed $10,000 or $12,000 at 
the extreme limit. This is a mere bagatelle compard with 
the saving that would be accomplished under a con.,titu- 
tion ad apted to our present needs and conditions. More 
than twice that amount could be saved every year, with 
marked improvement to our present high pressure system, 
insuring better and more economical service in the various 
<iepartments of our State and county governments. This 
has been conclusively proven by undeniable facts and 
figures that ha\ e been presented by The Journal and other 
papers in the State favorable to economic reform, and 
which clearly show that the cost objection is too fri /- 
olous to be seriously considered. 


That the people are favorable to the holding of a con- 


tention has been proven four times over, by popular vote. 
Twice it received more than ten votes in the affirmative 
to one in the negative, but the number of blanks wer» 
sufficient to reduce the majority to less than the constitu- 
tional requirement, which is a majority of all the votes cast 
in the State. Twice, however, it has received such -con- 
stitutional majority, but the will of the people has both 
times been thwarted by technicalities, which would not 
bear the test of reason, and which in no wise absolves the 
•coming legislature from its bounden duty to furnish the 
voters another opportunity to renew their demand for 
that which they have been twice deprived through 
no 


.fault of their own. and for causes that no human intelli- 
gence -would have enabled them to ofrsee. It 1a 
not stating the matter too emphatically or harshly to de- 
clare that every member of the next legislature who op- 
pose* a convention call la a defler of public opinion, an en- 
emy to economic reform, as he Is to the sancity of the bal- 
lot box ai a medium for the expression of the popular 
frill. We hope and believe that no such member will ma- 
terialize in the legislature which wilt convene at Carson 
next month. 


The Journal has heretofore explained how a constitu- 


tional convention clause came to be omitted In the Dem- 
ocratic State platform this year. It was through inad- 
vertance and not design. Such a resolution has formed a 
part of every Democratic State platform that has been 
adopted in Nevada in the last quarter of a century, and It 
being Mich a conceeded matter of course, was the cause 
of Ita omission this year, for which the writer of this arti- 
cle holds himself considerably to blame, as he was a mem- 
ber of the committee that prepared the platform. But the 
matter needs no platform endorsement or recognition. The 
•voice of the people is louder and more portential than 
any or all platform utterances. It has been four time* 
heard in most unmistakable tones and woe to the legisla- 
tor or political organization that fails to heed its repeated 
demand.

President Roosevelt has been criticized, and per- 
haps justly, for going outside the official duties of his po- 
sition and appointing a commission, but the facts that are 
developing at the hearing and the evident need of more 
effective supervision of this great public utility seem to 
afford a justification.

MASCULINE RIGHTS

MINNESOTA judge decided that a man may strike 
his wife and be justified in the action. 
This 


we believe, is merely a reassertion of one of the rights 
of man, written in the ancient law books. It has in fact 
faller. into disuse until an Impression has prevailed that a 
man has no such right. Its reassertion is very timely. 
It comes soon after one judge, we believe in Missouri, de- 
cided that a man cannot stop his wife from talking. 
From reliable information from married friends this 
scribe is confident that no such judicial decision is nec- 
essary to vindicate that right in Nevada. Then another 
judge has decided that a wife who goes through her hus- 
band's trouser pockets while he is asleep and extracts the 
metalic substance therefrom cannot be punished for the act 
it is time l.hat some of the ancient rights of men should be 
established or the women will be in despotic control. 
They art acquiring so much freedom and so many privil- 
eges that one is led to wonder why a woman's suffrage 
movement exists.

ROM appearances, no trouble may be anticipated be- 


tween, the United States and Great Britain and Ger- 


many over the measures those governments are taking 
to collect their claims against Venezuela, Secretary of 
State Hays has Investigated the matter and has made no 
protest, as he doubtless would have done if the rights or 
interests of this country were endangered. There are pre- 
cedents for such action. One, It will be remembered, was 
during the civil war. The other Is of more recent date, 
during the Cleveland administration, when the British 
seized the port of Corinth to reimburse a claim with the 
customs receipts. England has a bad habit, when once she 
seizes ter.-ltory, on any pretext whatever, of refusing to 
abandon It. But she cannot follow that policy in Venez- 
uela without coming Into conflict with the United States, 
and that Is something she Is not seeking at the present 
time. Since precedent and the habitual construction of the 
Monroe doctrine permits European countries to proceed to 
the use of force In collecting debts against our South 
American neighbors there Is nothing to protest against 
In the present case. Some of the countries to the south of 
us would be glad to have the United States assume the 
role of protector In such cases, but that would be straining 
the Monroe doctrine to an unwarranted point If we as- 
sume to protect them we must alro become responsible 
for their acts. 


But England and Germany may find that they have 


"bitten off more than they can chew," In another sense. 
They can seize the custom houses, but that will only stop 
or lessen imports. They might seize the country, after an- 
other war like that in South Africa, but the government 
accounts sho%i- a deficiency each year, so that would not 
compensate them for their claims. Even then as we be- 
fore mentioned, they could not long hold any portion of 
Venezuela without coming In conflict with the United 
States and the Monroe doctrine. In any event England 
is likely to lose in this affair. The larger part of Venezue- 
la's trade is with that country, but there will be very like- 
ly a change now. In that case the United Stages should 
profit by it.

His Home Paper 


The Colorado Springs Telegraph con- 


tains the fololwing unique description 
of Reno and her people. Read it and 
see yourself as others see you: 


RENO, Nev., Dec. 10.—This thriving 


little city is so cosmopolitan that it 
reminds one of Paris, France. In fact. 
It is the first station at which the train 
stops after leaving Paris where one can 
see fat, gaudy redskins loafing around 
on costly asphalt pavement. 


Reno presents a charming mixture 


of the old-time frontier civilization 
and the new-fangled civilization of the 
Eastern States. 


The wheel is still popular here—par- 


ticularly the roulette wheel—but the 
buzz of the busy little marble aa it 
whirls around the disc is not loud 
enough to drown the rat-tat of the 
hammer and the merry wheeze of the 
saw that are making a modern city of 
this ancient village. 


Like all Western people, they still 


love to call their business houses by 
fancy names. The Acme, the Criterion, 
the Monitor, the Palace, the Monarch, 
the Delmonlco ,the Palais Royal, are all 
old names that cling to saloons, cloth- 
Ing stores, restaurants, etc., but the 
prime favorite ia "Riverside." 


Rlvi»rs are so scarce in Nevada that 


when a town gets one it is a mighty 
proud town. Hence Reno wants every- 
one to know that It has a river. The 
Riverside 
Undertaking 
Parlors are 


near the depot. Then comes the River- 
side saloon, Laundry, Bookstore, Dai- 
ry, ,and down on the banks of the 
Truckee is the Riverside Hotel Itself. 


Reno is full of people, and there is not 


a vacant house In town. I was obliged 
to wait an entire day to secure a room 
at the Riverside. It also takes a long 
wait and much tact to catch the eye 
of the clerk, who Is also bartender. AH 
people here are very thirsty, the bar- 
keep is a very busy official. 


The register in Reno hotels is kept 


at the end of the bar. Four lady school 
teacher* from Carson were ahead of 
me and did not seem to know how to 
catch the eye of the barkeep, who waa 
shaking dice at the time. I showed 
them. The moat of the people In the 
bar and waiting room were well dres- 
sed and might have Just come in off 
State street, Chicago. There waa no- 
thing suggestive of the unconventional 
West In the crowd, except perhaps the 
small group of local bloods who en- 
joyed talking loud and naughty 
at 


times. 


While ladles who come here will have 


to go into the barroom to register or 
hang up their key, yet a good bed and 
•olid, substantial food la furnished all 
who pay. 


Aanyone who has been able to get 


caaned food should come here at once. 
Everything we have had has been can- 
ned, So far, except the bear steak, and 
It would have been a mercy to the 
guests if a can had been put on the 
bear's tail and the beast frightened out 
of the range of the hunter. If bears 
were clubbed to death, perhaps people 
could eat their steaks with less fa- 
tigue.

Forty years ago our streams were 


abounding with the finny tribe; the 
western country was scarcely settled 
and, naturally enough, flsh were plen- 
ty. 
Nature provided for an equalib- 


rium of inhabitants of the waters, 
but as population increased the de- 
mand for fish to eat becomes greater 
and thus the equlpose of nature is 
upset. 


There is great destruction to flsh 


Ife; eggs are produced by millions 
and only a few are left to fructify, from 
these few the supply of flsh we have 
-re produced. Scientific investigation 
shows that not roore than five per cent 
of ali eggs deposited naturally become 


fertilized and possibly not seven per 


cent of the fecuri dated eggs brave the 
perils surrounding them. 
To 
more 


clearly demonstrate the destruction of 
flsh life by natural causes take one 
thousand spawning flsh yielding one 
thousand eggs each, which is a con- 
servative estimate. 
These eggs de- 


posited in the natural way would give 
a fertilization of 50,000. These 50,000 
eggs, bear in mind, taking from fifty 
to seventy-five days to hatch, are sub- 
ject ' to great destruction—every mis- 
erable shiner and predatory flsh is 
constantly in search for these eggs 
and they are destroyed by the larvae 
of every water insect, such as beetles, 
devil-darning-needles, etc. 


During incubation the eggs are left 


unprotected except for a thin gravely 
covering. Heavy rains come and the 
water continues to rise until It has be- 
come so high and swift that not one 
of these eggs could possibly survive. 
They are washed away and covered 
to such a depth as to be entirely lost— 
thus they are swept away by millions. 
But the greatest destruction is yet to 
come after the egg has braved the per- 
il surrounding It and the 
little 
flsh

The fish culturist oftoday have this 


work so thoioughly under then control 


that will make a longer closed season 
that the fish will not be taken until a 
greater number could have spawned. 
In this manner the people are deprived 
of the privilege of having fish to eat 
for a longer time during each year 
and still the supply diminishes. 


The question is constantly asked, 


why is It that ten or fifteen years ago 
there was an abundance of flab in our 
streams and today there is compara- 
tively few? 
Twenty years ago qur 


streams were free from obstructions, 
the demand for flab to eat was limited 
and they were only destroyed through 
natural causes. 
Today our streams 


and waters are obstructed by dams, 
the demand for fish to eat Is greater 
than the supply and man steps in and 
helps along the process by making 
arger and larger dafts on our flsh. 


Artificial hindermce to natural pro- 


pagation must be met and overcome 
by artificial breeding. 
It Is essential 


that we have a well organized flsh 
commission in this State and an ade- 
quate appropriatio» for the mainte- 
nance of hatcheries. Now that we flnd 
hat our supply of fish is diminishing 
all that is required Is that we put in- 
to practice the art of flsh breeding, 
aid in maintaining a natural supply 
and also increase the supply beyond its 
natural limits rapidly enough to meet 
the necessities of a constantly Increas- 
ing population. To unaid anil derange 
nature can do but little to meet the 
demand for flsh to eat, for fishing un- ' 
supported by fish culture will soon de- 
stroy a cheap and healthful food for 
thousands of our people. 
So long a 


fish food Is abundant the price of ani 
mal foods will rule lower than if thi 
substitute is not at hand. 


The people in their sovereign ca 


pacity are the owners of all flsh i 
public waters; they cannot be sur 
rendered to private ownership; thel 
preservation is a duty which devolve 
upon this State and a good supply o 
flsh in our waters means a blessin 
to our toiling thousands. 
Some peo 


pie continue to work on the prlncipl 
that we should always reap and neve 
sow. 
This cannot and will not do. 


What would our farms yield today 1 
we depended upon crops from seec 
that was carried about by the wind 
and left on stony and barren ground 
The farmer gathers his seed when it i 
ripe and sows when and where it wll 
produce to the greatest 
advantage 


The eggs of fishes like thai of the seec 
of plants and trees are produced b; 
millions to perish by millions and un 
less they are protected from natura 
destruction but a few are left to fruc 
tify. It is to be hoped that those wh< 
are antagonistic to 
fishing 
legisla 


tion \\ ill discard their scepticism ant 
acknowledge that this work is foi 
their interests nnd not against them — 
join hands in the hearty support o 
fish culture.
